religious elevation. We bave a firm be- 
lief-in the possibility to preserve and im- 
prove the Red Mao, and consequently 
we are the more anxious to see our citi- 
zens second the good people of Cowichan 
in making the Iodien Iudustrial Fair a 
success.
